with its associations with the Diusraelis, Boar 
stall Tower, Penn Woods, Badbury Hill, and 
estates at Little Dalby, Fairford, Shmbridge 





and Hath—where at No. | Syon Hill- place 
several demolished buildings of note have been 
re-erected, He had also ac quired Coleshill, now, 
alas, demolished following the disastrous fire 
In all, he bought no less than 40,000 acres of 
land, the historic buildings on which he was in 
course of preserving, and had formed a very 
notable art collection which he has left to a 
national institution. 

Hereditary owners who are this year adding 
to the national heritage by opening their houses 
to the public include the Dukes of Bedford and 
Kutland The latter, who also maintains 
Haddon Hall, is opening Belvoir Castle, of 
which the spectacular site and the pictures and 
tapestries are remarkable. Woburn Abbey illus 
trates in two ways the problem posed by the 
care of historic buildings. Very drastic demoli

PLEASURE IN RUINS 


pos as were the late Mr. Ernest Cook's 
J services to historic architecture, it will 
always be bitterly regretted that he decided to 
demolish the ruins of Coleshill House, a unique 
monument of the age of Inigo Jones, after its 
gutting by fire. In more prosperous times the 
whole could have been rebuilt; meanwhile, the 
walls had much to tell students, and the ruins 
had potential value to the imagination and the 
eye. But the yardstick was Use. Ruins are no use; 
therefore they must go, and a cricket-pitch be 
made on the useful flat site. Other architectural 
landmarks will go the way of Coleshill, with less 
excuse, if a use is not found for them, because 
the Historic Buildings Councils do not recom 
mend grants for empty houses. That is, unless 
more people find, with Miss Rose Macaulay, 
visual and imaginative pleasure in ruins, or, 
with Mr. David Morrish, recognise that a ruined 
building is better than none at all, Mr. Morrish, 
who is a geographer, has made this unpopular 
suggestion in connection with Staunton Harold, 
the great Leicestershire house which has 
recently been bought by a demolition contractor. 
The argument for preserving its walls is that 
they would maintain the historic and scenic 
background to the beautiful adjacent church, 
built by the Royalist Lord Ferrers during the 
Commonwealth and now the National Trust's

ANIMALS OF DISTINCTION 
MONG the notable deaths that occurred 
last week was that of the king of the herd 
of wild white cattle at Chillingham, in North 
umberland. Last year the late monarch, then 
aged twelve, was deposed for a few months by 
a young pretender, but later killed him and 
returned to power. His own death, which has 
given youth its chance again, was due to natural 
causes. The Chillingham herd, which now 
numbers fourteen, is the purest bred of the herds 
of wild white cattle surviving in this country 
and dates back to 1226, when it was first 
enclosed. Many visitors to Whipsnade will be 
familiar with an animal of possibly even greater 
distinction, the Przewalski’s horse. A year or 
so ago a pair of these wild horses from the 
plains of Mongolia, which are thought to be the 
ancestors of the various domestic breeds of 
to-day, were brought from Prague to join the 
stallion and the mare then at Whipsnade. The 
said mare was the gift of the late Duke of 
tedford, and when she was moved from Woburn 
she left behind her a stallion who recently died 
at the ripe old age of twenty-five or so. For a 
long time the health of this aristocrat among 
horses was watched over as carefully as the 
health of a distinguished old gentleman, and his 
death is indeed a loss, for Przewalski's horses 
have become very scarce in the wild state and 


there are few in captivity. 


OUTLOOK FOR RACING 


”- JHE flat-racing season began on Monday 

[t is likely to be crucial for many who rely 
on the sport for a living, since unless the 
stewards of the Jockey Club can convince the 
Government that racing is worthy of support, 
the number of horses in training will be reduced 
substantially. It can, of course, be argued that 
a large percentage of the horses that run con 
tribute little, if anything, to the bloodstock 
industry, and that most of the important own 
ers and breeders will carry on in spite of rising 
costs. Nevertheless, there are signs that even 
they are beginning to feel the pinch, and it is 
significant that both Lord Derby and the Aga 
Khan have reduced their interests, not only on 
the race-course, but in the paddocks as well 
And the small owner-trainer is finding it 
extremely difficult to carry on without betting 
Should the Government decide to come to the 
rescue, the obvious way would be by reducing 
entertainment tax, which would allow race 
course executives to give more prize-money. 
Moreover, if this were done, there is reason to 
believe that the Revenue would not suffer 
greatly, since a proportion of the money saved 
could be used for long overdue improvements to 
courses, with the result that more people would

A FLOWER OF BEAUTIFUL FORM AND 
COLOURING: THE SWAN ORCHID 
(CYCNOCHES CHLOROCHILON) 


Often flowers are 


amusing in their resem- 


blance to the form of 
animals, birds, insects, 
and even of humans. 


All of us have observed 
the face of the pansy or 
viola, flat face though 
it be. One of the most 
remarkable of all flowers 
in its resemblance to 
human form is the 
Punch and Judy orchid, 
botanically known as 
Gongova maculata, Its 
popular name needs no 
further explanation, for 
the comic aspect of the 
Punch and Judy is 
readily apparent in the 
illustration. In fairness 
it must be admitted that 
the plant here was not 
photographed in charac 

ter, as it was necessary 
to support the flower 
stalk, which is by nature 
pendulous, to make the 
resemblance more 
obvious 

The orchid family 
is so rich in interesting 
forms that it is hard to 
know where to start, 
much less where to stop 
Most of us are familiar 
with the bee orchid 
(Ophrys apifera) and the 
spider orchid (Ophrys 
fuciflova) For those 
who are not there are 
excellent plates in V. S 
Summerhayes’s book, 
The Wild Orchids of Britain, which appeared 
recently in the New Naturalist Series. So life 
like are these pictures that I, no lover of spiders, 
find a slight shudder running down my spine as 
I study them. Much more to my liking are the 
golden-yellow butterfly orchids so aptly named, 
for where there are oncidiums in a group of 
plants there are clouds of yellow and brown 
butterflies which seem to hover over them 

Turning to the wild orchids of North 
America, the pink moccasin flower or lady 
slipper, Cypripedium acaule, is familiar in some 
British gardens. The pink pouch of the flower 
certainly resembles an Indian's moccasin in form 
but a lady’s slipper in colour. Loveliest of all is 
Cypripedium reginae, with its delicate flowers of 
white and pink. They are flowers with such 
grace of form that one approaches them when 
one finds them in the wild with an air of rever 
ence as one does the rare yellow C. calceolu 
which is native to Great Britain. 

Still another orchid claims attention; this 
is to my mind the most striking of them all, the 
swan orchid (Cycnoches chlorochilon). The illus 
tration shows the beautiful form and poise of 
this remarkable flower, but it gives no concep 
tion of the subtle colouring which ranges from 
white through cream to green, with delicate 
pencilling of a darker tone. The first time I saw 
this plant on a stand at a Royal Horticultural 
Society show I was so struck with its beauty 
that 1 obtained a picture of it for my own 
pleasure, and each time I look at it I am struck 
anew by its beauty of form, It is like something 
from Swan Lake. 

Another flower which resembles a bird, and 
which carries me into the land of make-believe, 
is the bird-of-paradise flower, Strelitzia reginae, 
named in honour of Charlotte of Mecklenburg 
Strelitz, the Queen of George III. The simple 
bold form of the foliage, the blue-green of the 
stems and bracts, and the vivid orange and 
steely purple of the flowers are striking when 
they are observed closely, and they are truly 
the plumed heads of birds-of-paradise in flight 
when seen at a distance. The feeling of move

Africa take kindly to climates like southern 
Portugal and Madeira and are not difficult to 
grow under glass where sufficient heat and space 
are available. Strelitzia was a most popular 
plant in the days of heated conservatories. It is 
a most striking cut flower for massive arrange 
ments, and is available from time to time at 
several of the good London florists. It is expen 
sive, but because of its bold form and feeling of 
movement it arranges well with foliage and only 
a few stalks are required 

An outstanding herbaceous plant is Dicen- 
tva spectabilis, or bleeding heart. One of my 
first books as a child, and one which further 
enhanced my innate love of flowers, consisted of 
personified plant portraits accompanied by 
verses. The one for bleeding heart ran like this 

Bleeding Heart against the wall told his woes 
to one and all. Live-for-ever said, ‘ Forget it; 
life treats you the way you let it.’”’ Be that as 
it may. In spite of bleeding heart’s lack of 
moral fibre, it is still one of the outstanding bor 
der plants for May and early June and, if 
properly fed and looked after, it will grow to 
form large spreading clumps. The long arching 
sprays carry myriads of dripping pink hearts 
edged white above the finely cut delicate foliage. 
It is one of the most graceful plants that I know 
and is particularly effective on the edge of a 
terrace or overhanging a wall so that its silhou- 
ette can be enjoyed and one can see the form of 
the individual flowers, as well as the graceful 
habit of the whole plant. Later in the summer 
it often dies down to the root, leaving a large 
area to be filled by other plants which mature 
later. Bleeding hearts are particularly effective 
when combined with pink, mauve or purple 
tulips in the spring border. 

For form in flowers mention must be made 
of the arum lily, which is striking, not only for 
its simple classic flower, but for the fine arrow- 
head leaves of glistening dark green. Arisaema 
candidissima is an enchanting flower, easy to 
grow and spectacular, with its simple white 
flowers, striped pink and palest green, which 
stand erect above the tripartite leaves. It has a 
maddening habit in our garden’ ofnot developing 









until late June. For weeks nothing appears 
above ground and we are often tempted to poke 
about and prod, usually to no avail. Then sud 
denly one morning we notice a few long pointed 
shoots and a few days later unfurling leaves 
and the rolled-up pointed spathes. From then 
on the development is rapid. Like the arum, it 
is a plant which is delightful for the simple 
bold form of its leaves and flowers alike 

In any discussion of form the relative 


merits of single and double flowers arise. Each 
of us has a preference. At one extreme is the 
man who cannot tolerate a double flower, as he 
sees it as a monstrosity, while at the other is the 
man who likes only the showiest double 


Actually all flowers have their uses and there is 
something to be said on both sides of the argu 
ment, although as a personal preference I side 
with the singles. But I hasten to add, before 
I am caught out, that I am inconsistent. I do 
not like double Japanese iris and | cannot abide 
double hemerocallis. I feel there is a lot to be 
said for double lilacs and flowering cherries 
although I prefer the singles, but the double 
Parma violet, now seldom seen in London but 
readily available in Paris, has an opulent beauty 
which I love and the spicy 
scented double stocks are pre 
ferable by far to the singles 
But, as I said above, I usually 
prefer the singles 

Consider the tulip Is 
there anything more lovely 
than some of the species like 
Tulipa clusiana, with its ex 
quisite, tapering candy-pink 
flowers striped with white, or 
the short, sturdy 7. kauf 
manniana, a harmony of cream 
and rose and gold, with heavy 
textured and beautifully formed 
petals? These should both be 
planted in a bay in the rock 
garden, or in loose drifts along 
the front of shrubberies, or in 
the wild garden, so that the 
form of the individual flowers 
can be enjoyed. Again, the lily 
flowered tulips, with gracefully 
reflexed petals borne on long 
stems, have a grace unequalled 
by most other tulips. The 
double earlies, so welcomed by 
us all in the late days of April

THE HOME OF MAJOR AND THE HON. MRS. R. N. MACDONALD-BUCHANAN

The interior of Cottesbrooke reveals work of three 


distinet periods—-early-, mid- and late-\6th 
century—to which alterations were made shortly 
before the second World War. The house contains 
one of the most outstanding collections of sporting 
paintings in England, — 
N his Quattro Libri dell’ Architettura Pal 
ladio re produced a number of designs for 
with a central block and attached 
matching wings, such as the proposed Villa 
Moce nigo on the Lrenta, and thus started a 
fashion in country-house design which was to 
prevail in England throughout most of the 
Sth century Ihe prototype of all these 
houses was Inigo Jones's Stoke Park, begun 
1630, and naturally similar lay-outs 
were favoured by the Burlingtonian school 
when they revived the style of Inigo Jones 
almost exactly a century later—the classic 
example being William Kent’s Holkham. But 
the architects of th previous generation 
notably Vanbrugh and Hawksmoor—had 
employed the same arrangement with dra 
matic results, and so had some of their less 
aroque contemporaries, such as William 
Winde at Old Buckingham House, James 
Gibbs at Kelmarsh and Ditchley, and the 
unknown designer of Cottesbrooke, which was 
built for Sir John Langham, 4th Bt., between 
about 1700 and 1710 
Houses of this type were usually planned 
with the principal reception and family rooms

in the main block, the offices and servants’ 
quarters in one wing and the stables in the 
other, and such was the arrangement at 


Cottesbrooke until comparatively recently. 
When Major and Mrs, Macdonald-Buchanan 
bought the house from the late Captain 
Robert Brassey in 1937, however, they carried 
out extensive alterations, which included 
moving the main entrance from the forecourt 
side of the house, on the south, to the north 
front (lig. 1), turning the original stable 
pavilion into servants’ quarters, and fitting 
up sitting-rooms, nurseries and a ball-room

in the old office wing. The advantage of 
this was that the whole of the south front 
could then be given over to the more informal 
family living-rooms, while the sunless north 
front could be used for the entrance hall and 
principal reception-rooms. Ihe architects 
responsible for the alterations were Lord 
Gerald Wellesley and Mr. Trenwith Wills 
The north front, as we saw last week, was 
extended about 1795 for Sir William Langham, 
8th Bt., by Robert Mitchell, who added a bay 
to each end and gave the side elevations 
rounded bows. The pilasters framing the 
bows repeat those of the earlier work, but the 
bows themselves are in the Neo-classical style

of the period, with ground-floor windows in 
arched recesses, Coade stone plaques above 
the first-floor windows, and a cornice in which 
deep console-like modillions extend the full 
height of the frieze. Mitchell’s plan of Cottes- 
brooke, published with a coloured engraving 
of the house in his Plans, and Views in Pers- 
pective, with Descriptions of Buildings erected 
in England and Scotland (1801), shows that 
in his day the three rooms on the ground- 
floor of this front were a central saloon with 
the dining-room to the right, or west, and the 
drawing-room to the left. Drawing-room and 
dining-room have now changed places, while 
the saloon has become the entrance hall, with 
its central pedimented window replaced by a 
doorway approached by a flight of steps. 

The hall is predominantly a room of 
Mitchell’s period, for the chimney-piece, 
door-cases and scallop-patterned cornice are 
all of late-18th-century date (Fig. 2). The 
ceiling, however, is in a restrained Rococo 
manner and was evidently due to Sir John 
Langham, 6th Bt., who succeeded his brother 
in 1749 and seems to have redecorated part 
of the house soon afterwards. The hall ceiling 
is white, but the walls are a pale primrose 
colour with the enrichment of the cornice and 
door-cases picked out in white. The chimney 
piece is of white marble with the frieze inlaid 
in a dark veined marble. Above it hangs a 
huge canvas by William and Henry Barraud 
depicting a meet of the Beaufort Hunt at 
Badminton in 1836. The remaining paintings 
are well-known works by Ben Marshall, which 
have often been exhibited and described, 
notably by Mr. Denys Sutton in CouNTRY 
Lire of December 7, 1951. To the left of the 
drawing-room door is the famous Portrait of 
Priam, with Mr. Chifney, his Trainer, and 
Groom, painted probably about 1830, in 
which vear Priam won the Derby and the 


St. Leger. Balancing it on the right-hand 
side of the door is the hardly-less famous 


double portrait Anticipation and Bourbon of 
1817, with its lively group of figures, including 
the two diminutive stable-lads who are evi 
dently about to come to blows over the merits 
of their respective charges. Flanking the 
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dining-room door at the opposite end of the 
room are portraits of Variation, which won 
the Oaks in 1830, and Phantom, winner of 
the Derby of 1811. 
The dining-room (Fig. 4) 
further fine selection of the sporting pictures 
mostly inherited by Mrs. Macdonald 
3uchanan from her father, the late Lord 
Woolavington—for which Cottesbrooke is 
celebrated. Marshall is again well represented, 
and the pride of place above the chimney 
piece goes to his beautiful portrait of Thomas 
Oldaker, huntsman of the Old Berkeley, 
riding his mare Pickle with his favourite 
hounds Maleburn and Romper at his feet 
rhis picture, which was painted in 1800, is 
regarded by some critics as Marshall's 
masterpiece Flanking the door to the hall 
(right of Fig. 4) are Marshall's well-known 
pair of paintings depicting the start and finish 
of the match between Sir Joshua and Philo 
da Puta, run at Newmarket in March, 1816 
rhe remaining picture in the dining-room is 
Stubbs’s superb portrait of Gimerack, painted 
about 1765 (Fig. 7), which was bought by 
Major Macdonald-Buchanan at the sale of the 
late Walter Hutchinson’s collection at 
Christie’s in July, 1951, and has recently been 
on view at the Royal Academy’s winter exhi 
bition. Gimcrack is shown standing by the 
rubbing-house at Newmarket on the left of 
the picture, while in the background he can 
be seen winning—by several lengths 
on the Heath 
The room in which these notable pictures 
hang is entirely the work of Robert Mitchell 
and indicates that he must have been in 
fluenced by Robert Adam and James Wyatt 
The white ceiling has a pretty though con

Above the chimney-piece 
is a conversation piece of the Sayer 
family, by Zoffany, and elsewhere 
in the room hangs a conversation 
piece by Devis depicting Edward 
Rookes, of Royds Hall, Yorkshire, 
with his family, Charming though 
they are, however, these paintings 
are overshadowed by Constable's 
glorious Stratford Mill on the Stour 
ov the Young Waltonians, of 1820 
(Fig. 6), which, like Stubbs’s 
Gimcerack, was formerly in the 
Hutchinson collection 

So much for the three rooms 
on the north front. They are 
separated from the corresponding 
rooms on the south front by a 
central spine containing three 
staircases. At the west end is the 
modern staircase by which one 
can descend to the passage lead 
ing to the ball-room. Adjoining it 
is a service staircase, which is 
shown on Mitchell's plan and has 
probably been there since the 
house was originally built. At the 
east end of this spine is the main 
staircase (Vig. 5), which is lit by 
the large round-headed window 
visible beyond the dining-room 
bow on the left of Fig. 1, The stairs 
are of black slate-—-Northampton 
shire marble—-with a vigorous 
wrought-iron balustrade, both of 
which date from the original early 
I8th-century operations of Sir John 
Langham, 4th Bt. The papier 
miaché decoration of the walls is 
later, however, and from its Rococo charac 
ter can be assigned to about 1760, and 
thus to the reign of Sir John Langham, 
6th Bt, Most of the panels have a fairly 
formal design of which the principal feature 
is a vase of flowers, but the main panels on 
the first floor culminate in a lion and eagle 
respectively, and they are flanked by drops

of foliage with trophies of arms and musical 
instruments, 

A round-headed doorway at the foot of 
the stairs gives into a sitting-room known as 
the Pine Room (Fig. 9), which occupies the 
middle of the south front and was originally 
the entrance hall, From its tall french 
window, formerly the front door, one can see

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out across the forecourt with its 
formal clipped yews and flanking 
twin pavilions to the lake formed 
by widening the little stream which 
gave Cottesbrooke its name. On 
the rising ground beyond the lake 
is a wide avenue aligned on the 
spire of Brixworth Church, some 
three miles distant. Indeed, it 
appears that Sir John Langham 
expressly sited his house so that 
this vista would be obtainable 
from his front door—an early 
example of the recognition of 
landscape principles. The Pine 
Room is the only room at Cottes- 
brooke to retain the bold bolection- 
mould wainscoting with which all 
the rooms in the house were doubt- 
less panelled when they were 
originally built by Sir John in the 
first decade of the 18th century. 
Against the panelling, which has 
now been stripped of paint, hang 
a number of paintings, including 
a portrait of Lord Woolavington 
and, on the facing wall (left of 
Fig. 9), Members of the Martineau 
Family returning from shooting in 
the grounds of Guisborough Hall, 
Yorkshire, by Stubbs. The ceiling 
is in the Rococo taste of the stair- 
case walls and was_ evidently 
plastered at the same time. 

To the east of the Pine Room 
is a smaller room now used as a 
family dining-room, and to the 
west is the library. In Captain 
Brassey's time the latter was used 
as the dining-room, but it was 
called the library in Mitchell’s 
plan and has been reconverted to 
its original use by the present 
owners. The existing scheme of decoration was 
due to Lord Gerald Wellesley and Mr. Tren- 
with Wills, who designed the bookshelves in 
a late-I8th-century style that accords well 
with the work of Mitchell’s period, The 
carved chimney-piece which was introduced 
is in the style of the 1740s or ’50s, with 
Rococo ornament (Fig. 8). In the overmantel

The south end of the library is screened off from the 
body of the room by a pair of sienna-coloured columns, 
and in the sides of the compartment thus formed are two 
doors: one communicates with the Pine Room and the 
other with a curving passage that lies behind the quadrant 
wall of the forecourt and gives access to the western 
pavilion. Beneath this passage is another similar corridor, 
reached, as we have seen, by a new staircase lying between 
the library and the drawing-room 

The passages behind the quadrant wall were decorated 
by Lord Gerald Wellesley and Mr. Trenwith Wills. The 
lower one, illustrated here (Fig. 10), has a stone-flagged 
floor laid in a pattern to conform with the gentle curve of 
the quadrant, while the ceiling is simply vaulted. Both 
corridors are closely hung with paintings, including works

At the end of the lower corridor are a pair of double 
doors opening into the ball-room (Fig. 11), which was formed 
out of the old kitchen. The walls are apple-green, with the 
architectural details of the doorways, chimney-piece and jut 
ting modillion cornice picked out in white. Above the cornice 
is a coved ceiling, and on the north wall are three windows 
with curtains of gold damask. The walls are hung with 
some of the larger sporting paintings in the Cottes 
brooke collection. Between the doors is a portrait of Lord 
Eglinton with two hunters, by Ferneley (left of Fig. 11), 
and a work by the same artist depicting a meet of the Quorn 
in 1832 hangs to the left of the chimney-piece. In the over- 
mantel is Ben Marshall’s Mr. Powlett and Hounds, and to 
the right of the chimney-piece is his Mr. Fermor's Hounds 
at Tusmore, with the Portrait of Wm. Fermor, Esq. 
On the wall behind the spectator in Fig. 11 is a smaller 
painting of a groom with two horses by Stubbs, signed 
and dated 1779. 

Consideration of the pictures, and particularly of the 
outstanding collection of sporting paintings, has perhaps 
tended to obscure the fact that the pleasant Georgian rooms 
at Cottesbrooke contain also many fine examples of 18th 
century furniture, as can be seen by a glance at the accom 
panying photographs. The photographs will also give some 
idea of the admirable state in which the house is main- 
tained by Major and Mrs. Macdonald-Buchanan, to whom 
I am indebted for help in the preparation of these articles.

One obvious advantage 
was the position of the basket under the balcony 
roof, where it was sheltered from rain and sun 
and safe from cats and dogs, Perhaps an even 
greater recommendation was that it was safe from 
the Argentine ant, an introduced pest liable to 
overrun any site and make it untenable. Even 
here, constant vigilance on our part was needed 
to stop the exploring columns of these persistent 
pests 

With wagtails as our tenants for so long 
a time it was natural that we and they should 


get to know one another's ways fairly inti 
mately. Over the first brood we got into close 
touch. Genial weather in mid-winter (June) 


had induced the pair to build and lay, but by 
hatching time a spell of Cape winter was in full 
swing: cold, drenching rain-squalis at frequent 
intervals; everything battered and soaked and

of being able to help them we crumbled some 
hard-boiled egg and placed it on a piece of egg 
shell. At first furtively, then ravenously, it was 
accepted—-shell and all. Soon tiny particles 
were being carried up to the nest and eagerly 
taken by the chicks The crumbled egg was 
replaced later by grated cheese—-so successfully 
that a little dish of cheese became one of the 
furnishings of the balcony, and the cheese itself 
a regular constituent of the diet of old and 
young 

Mealworms, too, helped to establish close 
relations with the wagtails. We were not very 
free with them, but kept them for one special 
stage in the nesting sequence It was the stage 
where the young had flown, but were due to be 
brought back to the nest for the night. Here 
our first pair of wagtail parents failed altogether 
It was in any case a difficult feat with two or 
three chicks that could barely fly on their 
stumpy wings. However, most of our pairs 
managed it in one way or another, although it 
meant getting the chicks up to a hanging nest 
nearly twenty-five feet above the ground. But 
the first couple were too excitable; they fussed 
the chicks into a state of exhausted stupidity 
Ihe cleverer and more deliberate parents of 
later broods led the young ones up to the nest 
one by one, using for the purpose an emphatic 
and compelling call note, ‘“‘chichik,”’ But then 





a difficulty often arose, Excited by the exertion, 
the first baby parked for the night would often

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MAHOGANY DUMB-WAITERS 


the drawing-room were fashionable social 

entertainments throughout the Georgian 
era, Glass pyramids, each composed of two, 
three or four stemmed waiters piled one upon 
another in gradually diminishing 81Ze8, were 
loaded with wet and dry confections in their 
appropriate glasses, and bedecked with posies 
These would stand in colourful magnificence 
down the middle of a table « ompletely enveloped 
with spotless hand-woven calendered damask 
and spread with dishes of fruits, plates, knives 
and napkins. Instead of being seated, the guests 
might converse as they stood or strolled about 
the room in the manner of a modern cocktail 
party. Wines were served by waiters or goblet 
boys, each carrying a stemmed glass waiter laden 
with drinking-glasses and a bottle or flask of wine 

This considerable group of servants wan 
dering among the guests made private conversa 
tion virtually impossible: it was well known that 
waiters conspired to sell any overheard secrets 
or indiscretions to quarters where such informa 
tion might have a cash value. Letitia Pilkington 
in her Diary (1758) tells of personal servants 
whose real profession was blackmail, their posi 
tions in private service being obtained solely 
for this purpose 

This nuisance was lessened in the 17308 by 
the introduction of the mahogany dumb waiter, 
described by Sheraton three quarters of a cen 
tury later as “a useful piece of furniture to 
serve in some respects the place of a waiter, 
whence it was so named.”’ 
was a purely English innovation, which took 
almost forty years to reach the Continent 
Kalph Edwards in The Dictionary of English 
Furniture notes that the Avant Coureur, of 
February 25, 1771, refers to the dumb-waiter 
as an English invention only then spread to 
France. The dumb-waiter was the cabinet 
maker's interpretation of the glass pyramid, 
and consisted of three or four circular trays of 
gradually diminishing sizes revolving on a cen 
tral stem based on a pillar-and-claw fitted with 
castors, In height they measured from about 
three and a half feet to five feet, and the lower 
tray was between twenty-four and thirty inches 
in diameter

Trays were stained and upper surfaces given a 
hard, smooth, laborious polish known to the 
tray turners as “ teaboardy.” 

From the middle of the century until the 
1790s cabinet-makers produced but few dumb- 
waiters, and when they did the essential units 
were bought from specialist turners who 
possessed the necessary equipment for the 
speedy production of trays, stem sections and 
pillar-and-claw with widely spreading pad feet 
Consequently little carved work is found, 
although throughout the period the knees of 


the claw might receive shallow ornament, 
frequently in acanthus design. Diminutive 
castors were almost invisible beneath the 


expansive feet. Until about 1770 castors were 
of solid leather. 

The turners’ version of 
displayed no decoration other than could be 
turned on a pole lathe. The stem sections were 
in vase form with the upper part fluted and the 
lower bulge gadrooned. By 1760 stem sections 
were turned in graduated sizes, the set of two 
or three being so designed that the central 
stem of a dumb-waiter tapered gracefully in 
harmony with the cone effect given by the trays 
From the late 1760s the fluting might be 
omitted from the upper portions of the stem 
sections which remained plain, the swellings 
being lathe-cut with twisted gadrooning. By 
the mid-1770s the gadrooning too might be 
omitted, giving the vase-shaped stems the un 
encumbered smoothness approved at this period 

The pillar and claws were so shaped with 
boldly up-curved knees that the terminating 
pad feet rested flat upon the floor. Each foot

The only other opportunity for ornament 
was on the narrow rim around each tray. The 
inner edge of such a rim might now rise verti 
ally from the flat surface of the tray, but the 
exterior edge sloped outward, and its surface 
was sometimes decorated with simple tooled 
moulding. From the early 1780s the rim might 
have a vertical outer edge encircled with a 
single deep incision, the upper and lower edges 


being rounded off. The incision might be cen 
trally placed, but more usually was nearer to 
the tray surface, and its width varied. Candle 


slides might swing out from beneath the centre 
tray and a pair of deep oval receptacles also 
turned from mahogany, probably for finger 
bowls, might be fitted into the lower tray near 
the outer rim and diametrically opposite to 
each other. Spindle galleries encircled sorne 
dumb-waiter trays from the late 1750s; others 
had lattice or other perforated galleries of 
mahogany.

But I want to tell 
now of the one that got away, although no words 
can really describe the excitement and emotion 
of that red-letter day, when almost certainly the 
grandfather of them all cheated the gaff

first forming a flat deep pool, 
which is, in fact, the beginning of 
the river.

He was well below the sur 
face of the water, swaying gently, and as the 
gillie slowly moved the gaff over his back, he 
gave a lazy supercilious roll, mocked us with a 
pale silver belly and was gone 

This was more than serious, and there was 
a general groan of despair. The rapids here were 
scattered across a shallow river, rapids that ran 
in narrow fierce streams between immense 
rounded boulders. There was no quiet water 
anywhere between the banks until the Bothy 
Pool was reached. Worse still, round the base 
of the small precipice on the curve, the only 
path was a narrow platform built on the steep 
rock itself, The salmon raced down these rapids, 
and the Old Man had to run again, rod held ever 
higher, Any lesser angler would certainly have 
lost his fish at this stage; indeed, he would 
have lost it long before; but the Old Man knew 
every stone and boulder, knew the mysterious 
underwater paths of salmon, and how to avoid 
the line billowing or catching on snags. In a way 
that looked like magic, the rapids were navi 
gated at a murderous pace, and then the demon 
fish lay sulking in the depths of the Bothy. 


Surely this desperate business must soon 
come to an end; surely either the fish must be 
landed, the hook pull out of his mouth, or the 
gut snap with all the punishment it was taking. 
The time was 1.30, the struggle had gone on

WAITING 
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FOR THE 


BUDGET? 


ROPERTY sales have been slow 
P in starting this year, and agents 

are inclined to blame the 
weather, which, they say, has led to 
numerous cancellations of viewing 
appointments by intending buyers 
Another circumstance that may well 
have contributed to the slow start is 
the recent erratic behaviour of the 
Stock Exchange, since most people 
dislike the thought of having to realise 
capital on a falling market, and those 
who were fortunate enough to get out 
at the top are probably biding their 
time in the hope of being able to buy 
first-class industrial securities at bar- 
gain prices. But perhaps an even 
more cogent reason for the present 
hesitancy is the impending Budget, 
which, in the opinion of the economists, 
is lixely to be one of unusual signifi- 
cance. 


THE BUSINESS-MAN’S IDEAL 


OWEVER, in spite of the immin- 

ence of the Budget, there are 
several sales to report this week, with 
more in the offing. For instance 
Messrs. Hampton and Sons write to 
say that, in conjunction with Messrs 
Cubitt and West, they have sold 
Swaines Hill Manor, a property of 163 
acres situated near Alton, Hampshire, 
where land is always sought after by 
those who wish to combine farming 


with interests in the City. In fact, 
Swaines Hill is just the type of

FARMING NOTES 
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PRICES AND TRENDS 


ARMERS have now had time to 
) Ree over the prices settled at 

this year’s review and interpret 
them in terms of production policy for 
their own farms. Many dairy farmers 
have felt anxious about the future, and 
while the extra jd. a gallon is a mere 
token it is a variation on the right side 
It would not have been surprising if 
Ministers had been  hard-hearted 
enough to leave the milk price where it 
was at an average of 3s. Id. a gallon, or 
even if some reduction had been in 
sisted upon to keep the subsidy on 
manufactured milk products at the 
current level. The concession that has 
been given is some comfort to the 
many thousands of producers whose 
farms are laid out for milk production 
and who cannot at all easily switch to 
beef production. They will, no doubt, 
continue to raise more calves for beef 
while relying mainly on the milk 
cheque for income. The extra subsidy 
on beef calves, £7 10s., instead of £5, 
and the small increase in the guaran 
teed price for fat cattle will certainly 
encourage this trend at a time when 
market prices for fatstock are good 
There is also to be a little extra for fat 
sheep and lambs; | 4d. a lb. on a 50-Ib 
lamb amounts to 6s. 3d., which is a 
considerable figure. There is likely to 
be a further increase in breeding flocks 
during the next year or two, and there 
is room for more sheep on many farms 

I do not think the reduction in the 
guaranteed price for pigs will greatly 
reduce pig numbers. It should result 
in a check to the extraordinary increase 
which we have seen in the past six 
years. The reduction of 2s. 6d 
in the guaranteed price amounts to no 
more than £1 on a bacon pig, and we 
ought to be able to improve our stan 
dards of breeding and feeding manage 
ment to take this reduction in our 
stride. We shall still be receiving 
about £6 more for a baconer than the 
Danes get. They do not like the price 
that they are being paid for their 
bacon in the British market They 
may not be making any profit at the 
moment. A Dane put it to me recently 
that he ought to get another £1 a pig 
and the British farmer 
able to manage with £3 a pig less than 
he is getting. It will take us some time 
yet to reach this point

Egg Money 

N extra Id. a dozen is added to 

the guaranteed price for eggs, but 

as feeding-stuffs have risen since last 
year the guaranteed average price for 
1955-56 becomes 4s. 14d. a dozen 
The actual price varies through the 
year; the lowest point has been 3s. 6d 
a dozen in the spring. I doubt whether 
this small increase in the guaranteed 
price for eggs will have much effect 
upon production. The trend in the 
poultry industry has been to rear 
fewer pullets for egg production, and 
more birds have been brought forward 
as table poultry. There is not indeed 
much scope for increased egg produc 
tion in this country until producers 
join together to stimulate the demand 
for eggs by a publicity campaign 
British hens already provide 85 per 
cent. of the eggs consumed. It is cer 
tainly in the interests of the home 
poultry industry to cry its wares more 
loudly. A fresh egg at 3d. or 34d. is the 
best value available to the housewife 
to-day
